"We often wonder how long it will be before a gen- 
movement for "Equal Rights for Babies" will be 


launched. "We are not being facetious—we are quite in 
earnest. Their fathers have had certain rights and 
privileges for a number of years. Their mothers have 
recently come into their own. But still the babies, al- 
though many times the tyrants of the household are 
helpless playthings of adult moods. 


Pate dumps them into one sort of a home or an- 


other, and because they are apparently a form of per- 
sonal property the particular couple which happens to 
be their parents are beyond the reach of state or com- 
munity in "whatever treatment they choose to accord 
them, until things reach a point where it is necessary 
for the Humane Society or the courts to step in. A 
man's child is his child, and woe be to anybody who 
ventures to offer suggestions concerning it. 


Yet the report from Cleveland for the first four 


months of 1923 showed the death of 531 babies under 
one year of age, and forty per cent of these under one 
month of age. The reports from other cities show 
much the same records, or even worse. 
The Health 


Commissioner states that "This is conclusive argument 
for better facilities for the care of maternity cases, and 
for babies." We would suggest that it is also a con- 
clusive argument for training in parenthood. 


Teachers, preachers, stenographers, bookkeepers, 


cooks, telephone operators all are trained. The first 
question asked is "What experience have you hadf" 
But mothers are supposed to just grow by the grace of 
God! There's something wrong somewhere with a sys- 
tem that leaves the most helpless and most precious of 
all things on God's earth, a human baby, to suffer for 
the carelessness or indifference, or far more often the 
well-meaning ignorance of those who happen to be its 
parents, and makes any suggestion from others an en- 
croachment upon personal liberty. 


The time must soon come when it will be as imper- 


ative to study home-making and care of children in 
school as it is today to study French and history. 
Babies' rights come next and we are for them strong I
